THE CHIITESE PROBLEM". 



There i8_ no question fraught with ho 
mnoli importanoo to the future of this 
ProYinoei'aB the Ohioeso problem. In 
comparison with it the railway, tho dry 
dock, the tariCfftud other nearly throadbaro 
question Bink into iusigniticnuco. On 
every aide is heard Boss Twpud'a ctilcbnUod 
inquiry "What aro you going to do about 
it?" and in every quarter where tho astute 
and •wise politio'ians of tho day mostly do 
oongrogato that portinont couumlnim 
has as yet failed to receive satisfactory 
solution. "Something must be done" ia 
admitted by all, but what shape that some- 
thing is to assume ia a matter that has not 
yat been determined. ludeed it is a moat 
diffioult and dolicato matter to deal with 
tteoatisb ' .under tho compaut existing 
bJiiween China, England and tho United 
States known us tho Burliugamo Treaty, 
thoro is no provision made restricting 
emigration or immigration. Tho serious 
diffioultiostbiitha\o arisen since tho tre-^ty 
•was signed wore not anticipated at tho 
time and no safeguard was eoucequeully 
doomed necessary by tho.so of tho ooutruet- 
Ing parties who now feel tho serious shook 
of wliut is commonly termed tho Ohinoso 
Evil. Tho treaty la <iuoBtioa is the groat 
obstacle to the prevention of Chinese im- 
migratiou to those shores bocauso 
any attempt on tho part of any ouo of tho 
signatory powers to restrict privile<,-es 
enjoyed.tihaor its provision by any other 
one of tho oontraotiug parties would bo met 
with a ftt/ffMogwfl lino of argument. In 
other words it ia more than probable that 
if it were resolved on to oxeluda tho 
ChinoBO from British or American ports, 
China would reply with a doteruiiuation 
to exclude British and American subjects 
from Ohineno ports. Of tho two which 
V -ffhioh would be tha lesser evil? Would 
" it bo bettor for America and the British 
colonies to shut their doors against the 
Chinese and in return accept exclnaiou 
from tho shores of Gljinathau to allow tho 
existing state of alYairs to contiuuo? That 
is a problem that han never Leon fully 
disoussod ; but when discussed at all it has 
been cried down on tho plea of retrogres- 
sion and illiborality . "Wo havo hoard of pro- 
positions to iidmit Chinese to tho various 
British colonies only on what may bo term- 
ed a sliding scale, and bavo also listoned to 
aaaortiouB that British subjects would 
submit to a like stipulation with referouco 
to their immigration to China. It is argued 
that the sliding scale would work bouofl- 
oially because of. the groat numerical 
superiority of Ohina'fl.popnlatioii. _ Thus, 
if to every two hnnSred adult British or 
' American residents in a proviuco or state 
not mora than one celestial were allowed 
<-t*Luid, John's proaenco would not bo 
jaatdrially felt, whereas, if for oveiy two 
"'hrindred'residouts in any of tho Ohiuuso 
Btiitea one British or American subject 
'-vere'allow'ed to land the white immigra- 
'^fioh there would not bo checked or diin- 
■; inishcdbecauBe of tho numberless hordos 
of Asiatics on which tho per contage 
~ would operate. If tho population of 
< tho countries concerned woro equal, of 
course tho eliding scale could bo of no 
benefit tO;r,tho Colonies or the United 
Statas; but wit^ a Chiuese ijcj ulation of 
forty millions to compoto against, it is evi- 
dent that whilst it would havo no percept- 
ible effect on whito immigration it would 
bo the means of seriously and desirably 
stopping tho ^.ongolian influx to these 
and neighbouring shores. Tho problem 
has been tho subject of earnest debate in 
tho American congress and senate and 
amongst tho most prnolical and clearest 
speechos made was one dolivorod by Sen- 
ator Booth from Cnliforuia on Ihn 11th 
inst. From his romarkH wo give tho fol- 
lowing extract, as it strikes us as coming 
nearer to an explanation of tho lethargy of 
the central governments than any words 
yot uttered' in'politioal debate: "If China 
wefo situated relative to our Atlantic coast 
as it is to tho Pacific, and a Chinese im- 
migration had entered onr Atlantic ports 
of tho same character as that which outers 
tho Paciiio, and in volume as large in pro- 
portion of tho Eastern States aa that is to 
tho population of the Pacific, there would 
bo no occasion to argue this qucHtion. It 
would demand and receive prompt, decis- 
ive action." That is ouo of ttio views wo 
aro compelled to take of tho inaction of 
tho powers that bo af tho capitals and wo 
fear that not until tho eastern provinees 
aro subjected to tho samo disastrous Com- 
petition as their western sistors, will they 
realize tho imperative necessity for, tho 
passage of a measure to restrict a class of 
immigration that has nothing in common 
with those whoso shores it visits and 
which is as undesirable from every stund- 
pointasitis numerous. Senator Booth 
thus alluded to Chinese customs and 
habits. Ho said: "Introduce into tho peo- 
ple a foreign clomont, inoajjable of assim- 
ilation, of a typo fixed in its unohangc- 
ablencsa by immomorablo agos, alion in 
race, tradition, custom, and you will 
inevitably modify the social conditions 
wUoh' underlie government and give it 
form and obaiaoter. iProe men are nccos- 
sary to create and preserve free institu- 
tions; independent, self -rely ing citizon.s 
are essential to an enlightened, stable, 
popular govornmont, men imbued with 
American ideas to tho Ainoric.in Go'i-ern- 
ment. It is tho pooplo who give form ami 
j jpharooter to the government, not the gov- 
~erhmenVtothepetfple;' -They may interact, 
but tho primary source and governing 
influence is from beneath." If that asser- 
tion be true with reference to the Chinese 
in tho United States it is no loss so with the 
Mongolians bore. They aro tho same in 
ono country as another and thoy are 
detrimental to all but their own, and wo 
agree with the Senator when ho assorts 
that Chinoso immigration simply plants 
a foreign colony in this country constantly 
recruited from abroad, alien in race, dij- 
tinctivo in laws, numuorK, habits, and in 
so far as it tends to cheapon labor it also 
tends to degrade it by making the toilers 
aolasa; fixing and hardening tho social 
distinctions which tho spirit of our civil- 
ization and the genies of our instiutioua 
require should be fliiid and changing." 
-« At the present moment tho electors will 
' do well to weigh this question. Th.oy will 
be wise in their gonotatiou if thu/ vau 
solye the problem how to.overcomo tho 
vOhjfiese.eviU .Biit- whether thoy can solve 
it or not it is their boiindon duly to them- 
aelves, to their children and to tho 
country to carefully ob.servo that 
they do no not by their suf- 
.frages permit a eaudidato to gain ac- 
oesB to their logislativo halls who in 
any way baa hitherto shown tho slightest 
prediliction for Ohinoso laboi:. Profcs- 
jiions must not be permitted to carry tho 



'mine weight as actions. We take it moat 
of the candidates will pledge thamselves 
to measures to restrict Chinese immigra- 
tion ; but actions speak louder flumjTOrds 
and when in their very midst tho oleSt'ora 
detect candidates employing Chinese by 
scores to tho exclusion of whito labor, 
thoy will do well to consider the profes- 
sions of those candidates and ask thorn- 
solves the question whether men who are 
piling up their wealth from the employ- 
ment of AsiatioB. are likely to insist on 
their exclusion from tho country ? Whut 
aro tho professions of snob candidates 
'.forth ? Can thoy bo held in tho balauco 
with facts that cut deep into tho soul of 
tho honest workingman? Already tho 
American Congress has passed a resolu- 
tion for tt .oonferonco with tho British 
Oovornment lb arrive at and mature some 
revision of the existing treaty with China, 
tho object of such revision being to cheek 
Chinese immigration to Amorica and tho 
British Colonies and Provinces. Do not 
lot tho electors of this remote though im- 
portant portion of the Queen's posses 
sions stultify themselves by extending 
their support to any candidate for politi- 
cal honor who has ever shown himself in 
favor of tho Chineso by employing them 
whou he could obtain whito labor, 
or othorwiiio encouraging their presence 
in our inidHt. Take the professions of 
such a candidate for what thoy are worth, 
and reject him.

THE POPULAR DEMONSTRATION 
IN 1874. 



Tho Slandard endeavours to justify tho 
nnsoomlj' conduct of tho disturbers 
of Saturday's meeting in refusing to allow 
Dr. Helmcken to apeak, asserting that 
tho doctor disturbed one of Mr. De- 
Cosmos' meetings, and headed a mob 
w ho miulo a hostile raid on the Legisla- 
tive Assembly ono night in February, 
1671. In support of its assertion itproduo- 
cd garbled extracts from Tnii Colonist of 
tho day, to prove thatDr.Holmcken had iu- 
terrnptod Mr. DeCosmos whilst tho latter 
was addressing a public meeting at Phil- 
harmonic Hall an evening or two before 
tho Bo-callsd raid on tho Honso took place 
This is ungrateful us well as uniruo. Dr. 
Llolmckou being assailed from tho plat 
form by Mr. DeCosmos did all in his 
power to obtain a hearing for that gentle 
man ; but failed. The audience would not 
hoar him, whoroupon i\Ir. DeOpsmqgsaid: 
— "Tom Humphreys, Arthur Hunster, 
and Tom Llurris put this game up." 

On tho night of the raid tho Uouse wiis 
in session simultaneously with a public 
meeting at Philharmonic Hall. Eesolu 
tions were unanimously passed by tho 
meeting— which comprised 1,000 persona 
--condemnatory of the exprosseddotermin 
ation of tho Government to' ■foroo"'re8olu- 
tions through tho Honso to niter the terms 
of union. Mr. Higgins then moved that 
tho people proceed e>i masse to tho House 
and present tho resolutions. This was 
carried unanimously and tho vast crowd 
rushed across tho bridge.

late on Saturday night. On- Monday fol- 
lowing a procession of 1,500 persons was 
formed and proceeded to tho House, and 
Dr. Holmokon, G. T. Fiudlay, W.J. Mnc- 
donald, W. F. Tolmie, 0. Morton, M. W. 
T. Drake, H. A. Tuzo, Henry Rhodes, 
Roderick Finlayson, T. Williams, 0. E. 
Redforn, Capt. Eaymur, W. A. Robertson, 
R, E. Jackson, G. 0. Koays, W. Denny, 
W. Wilson, G. I. Stutot, A. Koast, J, 
Muirheiul. T. L. Slahlsehmidt, andE. H. 
Jackson uppoarod at tho bar and preaouted 
a petition of tho people ngaiuet an altor- 
ittion of the terms of ui;ion. As fur as 
regarded tho violent demonstration of tho 
Saturday evening previous it was a grave 
miatako; but Jgr, Helmcken was not a 
party to it,,noFwasf^it5 premeditated, and 
the people soon showed how tlioy regard- 
ed tlie demonstration, for when tho 
sober .'second thought had had time 
to assort itself they elected Mr. De- 
Cosmos— against whom the demonstra- 
tion was aimed — to the Commons. Tho 
hostile domouBtrationin 187d was the best 
thing that over happened Mr. DoCosmos; 
it secured iiis election, just as the conduct 
of the Opposition on Saturday night will 
bo found to havo assured the return of 
I\Ir. Elliott and throe other.s to support 
liis Governmout from tho city. As tho 
Standard is lauding Mr. Humphreys' con- 
duct at Saturday night's meeting to tho 
skies, let us seo what opinion M r. Hum- 
phrevs eutcrtaiuod of tho demonstration 
in 1874. k. . 

[Extract from report of Legislative proceed- 
ings, December dlh, 187'!.] 
Mr. Smitho roso to a question of privi- 
lege and denied the statement which ap- 
p(>ared in this morning's Standard to the 
effect that ho had harangued the people 
in tho giillories on Saturday night before 
tho Speaker loft the Chair. Ho spoko to 
no ono till tho Chuir was vacated and then 
only answered a civil question. 

Mr. Humphreys also roso to a question 
of privilege. He said he had boon falsely 
accused in a paper culled the Standard of 
encouraging the mob who entered the 
House on Saturday last.

Mr. DoUosmos denied' that he bail any 
hand in inserting the passage referred to, 
and said that he had not seen tho Stari" 
dard. 

Mr. Robson rose in regard to the samo 
jjassage and said it was a malicious lie. 
He would not wasto time in defending the 
respectable citizens aspersed.thei-ein &om 
tho attack of such a libellous sbeol; but ho 
v.'ialied to defend himself from the charge 
(if having incited or oncourugud anything 
of tho kind, and declared that if this kind 
of thing wero repeated ho would move to 
havo tho jjorson who continually abused 
his privilege summoned to appear at the 
JJar of tho House and ajfologise. 

Mr. Bnnstor preferred a charge of llio 
samo nature against tho same party.

Eorron Colonist: — In answer to "Ne- 
mo's" communication appearing in your 
sue of to-day I wonld atato that the 

party in whoso name the stock stands ro 

corded on the books of tho company is 
responsible notwithstanding- a calo or 
transfer or oudorsomont on tho back of 
the cortilicnto. Shareholders, intending 
purohiisers, creditors and tho law look 
only to tho records. The safeguard, thou, 
under, the Companies Act, 1878, is for 
vendors of aliarea to see that the same are 
properly transferred to tho purchaser or 
trustoo on the books of tho company. 
Section 35 of tho said Act says "a stock- 
holder may transfer his iharoB whenever 
all iisnessments and charges thorcon shall 
have been paid, and upon such transfer 
and entry thereof in the books of the 
company his liability in ro=iiiect of such 
shares shall absolutely cease." 

Under tho old Act tho first holder is 
held responsible for twelve months, no 
matter whether ho has disposed of his 
shares or not. Hence the p^:oYiaion as 
above in the now Act, which should be 
carefully studied by SqABBnoiiDBBa.
